ype Lone Star State is distinguished by many qualities, and 
not the least of them is the Texan cunning in knowing how 
to handle the heat. This house is proof of that skill. Built by the 
Houston Home Builders Association, an architect-builder-supplier 
triumvirate, it was designed not only as the plum of the exhibit 

a prize to be given away to a lucky visitor—but also to accomplish 
building-wise, three objectives: to take the greatest advantage of 
a comparatively small plot of land; to strike a contemporary note 
in its architecture; to create a background representing the utmost 
in comfort and function for the activities of a young family. The 
project was successful on all three counts. By keeping the living 
areas to the center and rear of the plan it was possible to place 
a house, 62 feet wide, broadside on a lot with a 70-foot frontage 
The “look” of the house s completely contemporary with the 
roof line broken into a series of slanted planes with cedar 
glass, and Roman brick combined for exterior surface contrast 
The livability of the house is manifold. Through a glass wall, 
the living room opens onto a garden room, its equal in size, which 
in turn can be thrown open onto a wide paved terrace, carefully 
shielded from the sun for outdoor living. Storage room, laundry, 
and utility room are grouped around the kitchen so as to be 
easily accessible, yet completely segregated from living areas 
Baths accommodate dressing room space. Complete air-condi- 
tioning guarantees year-round comfort. and an oval swimming 
pool lies alongside the terrace, a salute to the Texas sun. The 
Home Builders Association estimate the value of the house with 
pool at $23,000 and call it The Home of a Lifetime, a heart-warm 
ing statement, particularly to the prize winners, Mr. and Mrs 
Kenneth C. Lauderdale who, with their three young sons, will 


give the house its crowning complement, a young and happy family 


TO THE STREET, the house pre- 
sents a series of patterns.

There 
is an L-shaped living area, which includes space for dining; an 
adjacent all-purpose room can be close d off with accordion-fold- 
ing doors; overhead door gives access from this secondary living 
room to a two-car garage which doubles as an activity room. 
Thrown together, these three areas give a total of 1,260 sauare 
feet of living space.

T" Parade of Homes in Los Angeles’ San Fernando Valley, 
sponsored by the San Fernando Valley Contractors’ Associa 
tion, was interesting on several accounts. One was the moving of 
two houses from a dilapidated area to a new site, where the 
Association staged a play by play demonstration of remodeling 
(A report on these houses will ippear ina future issue.) Equally 
interesting was a series of twenty-one model houses. built by the 
contractors in an attempt to show prospective buyers how they 
could get mass construction advantages in a home built in the 
neighborhood of their choice.

rom time to time we have introduced our readers to de 

signers, architects. decorators. and other men and women 

who influence our lives by their creative ability and techni- 
cal training. High also on the list of persons helping us achieve 
the kind of home we want is the builder. Almost invariably he is 
a forward thinking man, or woman, dedicated to producing better 
homes at less cost. Most builders, as a matter of policy, devote 
a great deal of their time. money. and effort in research and study 
striving to learn the newest techniques and best methods to 
further their work. In line with this progressive attitude are the 
frequent meetings builders have in many parts of the country 
where they exchange information. ideas, problems, and solutions. 
We attend many of these meetings ourselves and have often 
thought how enlightening it would be if our readers could sit in 
around the round table, too. With this in mind. when we were 
invited to a conference of twenty-one builders held in Biloxi. 
Mississippi, under the auspices of the NAHB, we took notes on 
remarks we thought would be most interesting to homemakers 
(The guest list at the conference was itself a significant commen 
tary on the building profession—the presence of so many sons of 
the builders showed how strong the father-son tradition is in this 
field.) Here in the order in which they appeared on the agenda 


are a few of the topics discussed and some of our notes 


Report from a meeting shows how 
the nation’s builders 


work together to produce better homes 


SITE SELECTION 
Mr. Chandler: As builders, no decisions we face can have so 
much bearing on the ultimate price ol a house and that is to say 
on how much house the buyer gets for his money as the selection 
of the building site. If the individual case is not examined closely 
and completely each time a piece of ground is bought, whether it's 
a plot for a single house or the site of a big developme nt, there 
may be costly problems looming in the future, Questions relative 
to sewer installation and drainage, and the accessibility of utili 
ties--water, electricity, and gas—-must be answered favorably 
We always examine the land to determine whether we are likely 


to be held up later on by the presence of rock outcroppings. These 


items are basic, but so important we make it a policy to call in 
a topographical engineer for a thorough study before we con- 
sider buying any site. 

Mr. Delugach: Not only the geological characteristics of the site 
but a great number of intangibles go on our check list in deter 
mining the value of a prospective site Does the site lie in the 
path of city growth? The direction in which a city is expanding 
may control more than any other single factor the long-range 
value of a piece of property. However much a site seems to be a 
bargain. it may be a false bargain if the city is moving away 
from it. 

Mr. Goodwin: The present situation of property is an immediate 
consideration that must be taken into account. A buyer will ex 
pect to find schools, shopping centers, transportation near-by, so 
we make a survey to see if the site is thus conveniently located 
In some cases where there is no near-by shopping center, but 
where other conditions are favorable, we have gone ahead, de 
veloped the site, then added a shopping center ourselves. Because 
it is our job to present the buyer with a comple te home. and that 
means in a sense a complete neighborhood, we agree early in the 
game with the municipality as to construction of streets and 
what is as important—their maintenance. The same applies to 
street lamps. street signs. and the rest. If this is not done, it can 


a lot of headaches later on 
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Mr. Zuzak: In community planr ng we have discovered that the 
amount of plot that goes with a home is not nearly as important 
as the amount of privacy we can provide for the home. Today's 
trend is toward outdoor living. with an accent on vards where 
entertaining is easy. Very often the trees on the site will be able 
to provide all the privacy desirable; it follows that this is a 
point to be checked in selecting the site. | know, | for one am 
shocked at the tree-felling builder who misses by his narrow 
minded tactics the softening effect trees bring to a home or 
deve lopment 
Mr. Fonde: We have found it advisable. where trees are scat 
tered or nonexistent on an otherwise good building site, to bring 
in trees and plant them, using them to accentuate the houses 
themselves, not wasting them in street planting 
Mr. Chandler: We are especially interested in the over-all land 
scaping of a project, and find it a wise expenditure to call in 
professional landscape architects in many instances. On the other 
hand, sometimes, to allow more money to be put into the house 
itself, we do not go to the expense of landscaping ourselves, but 
rather give the home buyer a landscaping plan which he can 
develop himself, at his own leisure 

DESIGN 
Mr. Kimbrough: | think most of us are ready to agree that the 
architect or designer is a valuable investment, increasingly im 
portant as the public comes to know the value and importance of 
good design. We have on our staff very talented designers. and 
frankly, they have become nonexpendable. While it is sometimes 
discouraging to find a home without benefit of good design or 
planning sells as well as one with good design we fe el it is largely 
the natural consequence of new ideas falling where specific educa- 
tion has not prepared the ground. It is apparent that the public, 
by and large, is not ready for the extreme in modern design. 
preferring rather the convenience of modern with some softening 


influence of tradition. As a result, contemporary design softened 





by textures and color is more acceptable to most buyers. 

Mr. Bartling: In our homes we are laying particular stress on 
the kitchens and bathrooms. The latest equipment and good 
planning are essentials, and we provide as much storage space 
as we possibly can. Sometimes a traditional attitude will affect our 
planning. For example, we have found that women will sacrifice 
a certain amount of convenience in the kitchen in order to have 
the sink under a window—certainly the traditional location 
Mr. Wilson: We find that many of the wants of homemakers fall 
into a definite pattern, and in the project house we make it a 
practice to incorporate just as many of these ideas as is possible 


Mr. Bartling has spoken of a well-equipped and modern kitchen 


and bath; other common requests are for a one-fl plan with 





maximum storage space—both interior and exterior—-open plan 
ning in the living area, sliding doors, a multipurpose area such as 
a carport, fans in both kitchen and bath, attractive light fixtures, 
metal trim, low closet rods for children, and most importantly, 
variety in exterior design. The problem is to get these features in 


the price structure that the home buyer [Continued on page 102]

OLD-FASHIONED CHICKEN CORN SOUP 

In the Pennsylvania Dutch country, this delicious soup is 
called Hinkel Welshkann Supp. A great favorite for fire 
company picnics, family reunions. and barn-raising dinners, 
it is traditionally made by the gallon. in big iron kettles. It 
is at its best when made with fresh corn, cut from the cob. 
Dried, golden sweet corn may also be used. A mixture of 
flour, salt, and butter or egg (called rivels) serves as thick- 
ening.

can afford. We are helping to do 
this by persuading home buyers 
to sacrifice the nonessentials and 
gimerackery 

Mr. Freeburg: I think a point 
worth bringing up is that the 
public wants houses that are easy 
to maintain. a house featuring 
surfaces that are usy to keep 
clean. Another point is that we 
may have overestimated public 
demand for built-ins. Too many 
built-ins, particularly in  bed- 


rooms, can restrict decoration 
uncomfortably 

Mr. Brown: This is a proper 
place to say something about 
color. Its importance is increas 
ing daily, and many builders, in- 
cluding myself, are finding the 
assistance of color consultants in- 
dispensable. Particularly in the 
development house can this im- 
portance be seen. The develop- 
ment house can be a homoge- 
neous unit and if houses are 
treated as individuals instead of 
as parts of a whole the result can 
be chaos. An interesting observa- 
tion we have made is that buyers 
of homes are generally happier 
with the colors we suggest, than 
buyers who have selected colors 
themselves 

Mr. Snowden: Mr. Kimbrough 
was speaking a while back about 
the resistance in some quarters 
to contemporary design. This is a 
basic problem and due in part to 
the fact that buyers often have a 
fixed idea in their minds of the 
traditional house without realiz- 
ing that it is impossible to plan 
a traditional home with the tra- 
ditional design and detail that 
gives it beauty at the price they 
can afford to pay. In short, the 
best buy in many respects, con- 
sidering quality of design, and 
planning, does lie in the contem- 
porary field.
